Every American citizen knows the record of Admiral George Dewey, who, 


in the report of the court which investigated Admiral Schley, upholds Schley. 
Comparatively few persons know anything about the records of the two ad- 
mirals who ‘criticise Admiral Schley. Here they are: 

ADMIRAL ANDREW E. K. BENHAM entered the navy in 1847, being ap- 
pointed from New York. He served in the East Idian squadron from 1847 to 1851 
and assisted in the capture of % Chinese pirate junk, at which time he was 
slightly wounded. He entered thé naval academy in 1852, was made midshipman in 
1853 and passed through the different grades, being appointed rear admiral in 
1885, and placed on retired list in April, 184. He was commander during the 
civil war and took part in the: battle of Port Royal and other engagements. He 
was not promoted to captain, however, until two years after the close of the 
war. In 1893 he commanded one division tn the naval! display in New York 
and in 1894 commanded a squadron at Rio de Janeiro, Brazil, and compelled in- 
surgents to stop firing on American merchantmen.

Whereas, It is apparent to all persons who 
use the street cars now being operated in 
this city, that the service is insufficient, and 
that the accommodations, particularly dur- 
ing the morning and evening hours, when the 
masses of people are going to and from their 
places of business, are utterly inadequate;

Whereas, The public, which has granted 
sald railway companies special privileges in 
the city’s streets, are entitled to reason- 
ably proper service, which can easily be af- 
forded by a slight’ increase in the number 
of cars now being operated, and the reduc-

Sub-zero weather is here. 
Saturday is eight degrees colder in 
£t: Louis than was the coldest day last 


winter. 
It is predicted that Sunday will be 
eight degrees colder than Saturday. 
New Year’s day of 190] showed a 
temperature of eight degrees above 
zero. One or two other days last win- 
ter were as cold as this, but none were 


colder. 
Zero temperature was recorded by the 


official] thermometer at 6 o’clock Sat- 
urday morning. 

By noon the sunshine had caused the 
mercury to rise one degree, which po- 
sition it still held at 2 o’clock. 

At 8 o’clock the Post-Dispatch ther- 
mometer marked three degrees below 


zero. 

In_the sunshine, the Post-Dispatch 
thermometer registered 5 above zero at 
2 o’clock Saturday afternoon. 

During the 24 hours between 7 
S*clock Friday morning and the same 
hou: Saturday morning the tempera- 
ture fell 54 degrees. With a single ex- 
ception, this drop is a record-breaker | 
for St. Louis. 

Fifteen states are in the grasp of the 


Storm, 

Local weather history has no record of 
a day and a night with so many sorts of 
weather as the 24 hours mentioned. 

The maximum velocity of the wind during [ 
the twenty-four hours past was at 6 o’cloek 
when the heavy breeze was traveling at the 
rate of twenty-six miles_an hour. Shortly 
before noon it registered\.twenty miles an 
hour. 

Dr. Hyatt, announcer of weather news, 
predicted a cold wave for Friday night. 
He said that Saturday morning would see 
a temperature of from 10 to 2 degrees 
above zero. 


DR. HYATT EXPLAINS. 

“Tt was too conservative,’ said Dr. Hyatt 
Saturday morning. “This high barometer 
coming from the great Northwest had more 
surprises in it than a Pandora box. It is 
more extensive than one had reason to suSs- 
pect. 

“With snow as far south as El Paso, 
Tex., and a record of 32 below zcro at 
Moorehead, Minn., the coldest point, St. 
Louis is in the midst of a cold wave that 
is growing colder. 

“The United States now shows the two 
extremes of weather possible at this sea- 
son. With 82 below in Minnesota, we find 
that on the gulf coast there is summer 
heat, at 70 above, and on the Atlantic 
coast the temperatures range from 60 to 66. 

“But the boreal blast is heading for the 
east. New York is now comfortably warm 
ai 6 degrees, Washington at 63 and Phila- 
delphia at 64. The same _ surprise that 
struck St. Louis will strike those points 
when the cold wave gets there. 

“We are going to have colder weather 
here tonight and Sunday morning. I think 
it will be from 6 to 8 below Zero. 


NOT ALL HERE YET. 

“T believe this because I know that the 
full force of the cold wave has not reached 
us yet. At Kansas City the 7 a. m. read- 
ing this morning was 4 below. At Spring- 
field, Mo., it was 2 below and the same 
away down in Oklahoma City. 

“Over at Springfield, Ill., it was 4 below. 

at's north of us, you know. Farther 
north, at Dubuque, Io., it was 16 below 
and at Keokuk it was 10 below. 

‘In the Ohio valey, Tenessee and Ken- 
tucky, there are heavy rains and snow— 
the conditions that prevailed here yester- 
q | day. The cold wave, with its attendant 
antics of rain and sleet, is spreading south- 
ward as it sweeps eastward.” 

Friday’s slide from summer to winter was 
ewift and sure. Raincoats that were com- 
fortable in the morning were found to be 
too thin for comfort by noon. 


CHILLINFSS INCREASES. 

Constant rain fell up to about that hour, 
the chilliness increasing. Then the Frain 
turned to sleet, and the streets and side- 
walks were covered with a sleety slush. 

As the temperature fell the sleet seemed 
to harden, and with a sharp wind biowing 
it cut against’the face like splintered steel. 

Later in the afternoon the sleet cianged 
its character and became mixed with snow. 
The softer material came in great fiat 
flakes, and froze as soon as it struck the 
ground, so that the surface became slip- 
pery and pedestrians found much difficulty 
in keeping their feet. 

By 9 o'clock in the evening it was too 
cold for further snow or sleet to fall. On 


through the night the rn ig went down, 
and wires snapped and ea therboards 


cfeaked until those who mink in cosy beds 
knew that the cold wave was here.

ST. LOUIS ABLE TO WITHSTAND 
EFFECTS OF A LONG BLIZZARD

St. Louis, or at least that portion of St. 
Louis that has the money, is prepared to 
withstand any effects of the present cold 
wave that may be in its wake. 

Coal dealers are prepared, they say, to 
supply heavy demands, there is an abund- 
ance of flour on hand, the dressed beef 
companies are ready to furnish meat for 
the entire population. There are sufficient 
clothing and blankets to keep each inhabi- 
tant warm. 

Coal dealers say there are at present 
about 1000 car loads of bituminous coal and 
about 30,000 tons of hard coal in St. Louis. 
One thousand car loads represent between 
40,000 and 60,000 tons of bituminous coal. All 
of it is ready for delivery to the consumer, 
The St. Louis coal dealers could easily keep 
a greater supply on hand, but find it un- 
necessary owing to the close proximity of 
the Illinois coal mines. 

Bituminous coal may be purchased at 
from 10 to 12% cents a bushel. That is from 
$2.62% to $3.12% a ton. Hard coal may be 
had at from $7.50 to $7.7% per ton. A bucket 
full of coal, containing from 20 to 2% pounds, 
may be had at any coal yard for 5 cents. 
The prices at present are just about the 
Same as they were a year ago. 


REPLENISHED DAILY. 

The present supply of coal in St. Louis 
would not last over three or four days were 
it not replenished by hundreds of carloads 
that come across the bridge every night. 

St. Louls consumes, according to Mr. Ed- 
ward Devoy, 350 carloads of bituminous coal 
every day in the year. In other words, it 
consumes about 16,000 tons of bituminous 
coal a day. The annual consumption of hard 
coal is, according to the same authority, 
about 200,000 tons. 

Mr. Devoy says, however, that this con- 
sumption is almost exclusively within the 
six winter months. This would make an 
average consumption of about 1200 tons of 
hard coal daily in the winter months in St. 
Louis. Therefore, there is enough hard 
coal in 8t. Louis to supply the demand 
through any cold spell. Dealers say that 
the only circumstance that could cause a 
scarcity of bituminous coal during the win- 
ter would be trouble in getting it trans- 
ported to St. Louis. 

There is no chance for St. Louis to want 
for bread during the cold spell. Flour is 
about the only commodity needed to insure 
plenty of bread and there is flour in abun- 
dance in St. Louis. On December 1 there 
were 62,354 barrels of flour on hand in St. 
Louis. That is 12,221,384 pounds. 

St. Louis consumes annually about 600,- 
000 barrels of flour. Last year the exact 
figures were 685,000. That is something like 
one barrel annually to each inhabitant. At 
that rate each inhabitant would consume 
about one-half pound of flour a day. With 
over 12,000,000 pounds of flour on hand Dec. 
1, there was therefore enough flour in st. 
Louis then to feed the entire population for 
forty days. 

The conditions are about the same now as 
on Dec. 1. 


600,000 POUNDS OF BEEF. 


Flour is selling now at the retall stores

These 
walls confined the flames to the one store 
and saved the building. 

Julius Sammelman, night clerk at the 

ossmore, emelled smoke about 2 o'clock. 
Looking from a window, he saw a negro 
running to a signal box to turn in a fire 
alarm. Almost at the same time Police- 
men Killoran and Noonan of the central 
district arrived.

TAK ON UNDIVIDED PROFITS 


Internal Revenue Commissioner 
Yerkes Decides Banks Must Pay 
the Additional Assessment. 


Internal Revenue Collector Grenner has 
just received a decision of Commissioner of 
Internal Revenue Yerkes to the effect that 
banks must pay government tax on their 
undivided profits. 

Heretofore the banks have paid only on 


their capital and surplus. Former Attor- 
ney-General Griggs made a ruling that the 
undivided profits should be classed as 
worse capital, since they are used as 
such. 

It is presumably upon this opinion of Mr.

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THE BRIDEWELL AND A CITY HALL JOB. 

Alderman Mavor of Chicago is very much concerned about 
young men in the public service. 

“A young man,” he says, “ought to be glad to get 60 days in 
the bridewell rather than accept a city hall job.’’ 

The trouble, however, is in the civil service law. A man’s nat- 
ural energy, the alderman goes on, “is weakened by constant 
changes and cuts in the staff in his own office, and his ambition 
is erushed by the fear of a lay-off.’’ 

There is a good deal of truth in this, not only in Chicago, but 
in all other large cities. The remedy, however, is not to dis- 
courage young men, but to make the civil service a secure and 
honorable career. 

As long as positions tn the civil service are classed as ‘‘jobs” 
to be given out to men who do “fine work’’ for bosses on election 
day, just so long will the tenur@ depend upon the mutations of 
boss rule and competent men find it their interest to keep out 
of public office. 

If the merit system is applied in public as in private business, 
merit will seek employment at the city hall and be assured of 
the same permanency as in banks, manufactures and commerce. 

Until this view is adopted the city halls will be filled with 
birds of passage who depend, not upon the public, but upon the 
boss for their main support, and to such men it is of secondary 
consequence whether their public duties are properly performed 
or their ‘‘jobs’’ last six months or six years.

N THIS country duck shooting is more 
] extensively practiced than any other 
sport in which the shotgun is used. 
While most species of upland birds are 
limited in their range, the ducks and the 


eese at some time of the year are found 
rom the frozen seas south to the hot lands 
of Mexico. Moreover, the duck family is a 
very large one, containing, for North Amer- 
ica alone, nearly sixty species, wnaich 
range in size from the great swan, weigh- 
ing more than thirty pounds, to the tiny 
teal, which is hardly as big as a, woman's 
fist. In great hordes the-birds swing back- 
ward and forward from south to north, and 
then again from north to south, twice each 
year, making their appearance in almost 
every part of the continent and) affording 
sport and excitement to large numbers o 
people. Even today the most densely pop- 
ulated regions are not without some ex- 
perience of these migratory journeyings; 
and in bustling Chicago or busy New York 
it is not unusual to see the arrowy flocks of 
wild geese high in the air, or at night, 
when all is still, to hear their musical cries 
as they pass. 

It is very natural, therefore, that mary 
people should be interested in the ducks, 
end should watch eagerly for their passage 
in spring and fall. All such persons will 
welcome with interest the latest contriBu- 
tion to the art of duck shooting, which 
has just been issued ~~ the Forest and 
Stream Publishing Co. ts title is ‘‘Amer- 
ican Duak Shooting,’ by George Bird 
Grinnell], and it is a large and very hand- 
somely illustrated volume of 630 pages. 

Mr. Grinnell is better known as a student 
of Indians than as a sportsman; yet, he 
has had a long experience with shotgun 
and rifle, and his familiarity with big game 
matters is indicated by the fact that, in 
connectign with President Roosevelt, he has 
edited the three volumes of the Boone and 
Crockett Club—‘‘American Big Game Hunt- 
ing,’’ “Hunting in Many Lands,” and ‘‘Trall 
and Camp Fire.”’ 

Although several volumes devoted to duck 
shooting om this continent have already 
been written, all of them have been local 
in character. Each writer has told merely 
of his own experience, which naturally 
covered only a limited area. Thus, while 
each of the volumes was perhaps very 
useful and interesting to the gunner ac- 
quainted with the region of which it treated, 
no one of them all dealt with the sport 
as to the continent at large. It is in this 
respect that Mr. Grinnell’s volume is pe- 
culiariy valuable. He has not contented 
himself with telling what he himself has 
seen and done, but has drawn as well upon 


the experience of others, and thus gives 
us a book which describes all the forms 
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of auck shooting practiced anywhere in the 


6 volume opens with a consideration of 
the duck family at large, and this is fol- 
lawed by short sketches, describing in plain, 
untechnical language, every species of duck, 

o0ose and swan found in North America. 

ch descriptive article is accompanied by 
a carefully drawn portrait of the species 
under consideration, and besides the mere 
description of the bird, something is said 
about its migratory range and its breeding 
habits. Thus this first part of the volume 

omes an illustrated work of reference, 
most useful to the gunner who is not an 
ornithologist, but who nevertheless wishes 
to identify beyond a peradventure the ducks 
which he may kill while pursuing his fa- 
vorite sport. 

he second part of the volume consists 
of sketches descriptive of the different 
forms of wildfowl shooting, and covers the 
widest possible range. In these chapters 
one learns how ducks are shot along the 
ice-fringed shores of the great lakes, during 
the howling gales of midwinter, or are 
floated for under the blue skies of the sun- 
ny South at the same season of the year; 
one reads of point shooting in the great 
broad waters of the south Atlantic coast, 
of shooting in the marshes of California, of 
pass shooting in Dakota, and of all the 
other sportsmanlike ways by which ducks 
are captured. The sketches are spirited 
and faithful, and are written with the keen 
zest of an ardent sportsman. 

A further division of the book concerns 
itself with thé art of duck shooting. Here 
are discussed such subjects as what guns 
to use, how to load them, how to hold on 
birds, the flight of ducks, how the gunner 
should conduct himself in the blind. There 
is a discussion of the various sort of skiffs, 
boats and canoes used in duck shooting 
on different waters and the general con- 
clusion is reached that in most localities 
the boats have gradually been adapted to 
the special needs of the locality, and are 
there more useful than any other type of 
boat would be. Allied to boats are of 
course batteries and blinds, and plans and 
descriptions are given by which the gun- 
rer himself may build his own battery in 
the most improved and modern fashion. 
The subject of decoys is a large one, for it 
includes living birds as well their iml- 
tations, and this leads us to the general 
subject of breeding of wild fowl in confine- 
ment, concerning which little is generally 
known. The observations of the late Fred 
Mather, long an enthusiast on the domesti- 
cation of wild fowl, are given in this chap- 


ter. 

The final pages of the book are given 
over to the consideration of the tremendous 
decrease of our wildfowl within the past 
few years and of the causes of this de- 
crease. Mr. Grinnell believes that the only 
way in which it can be checked is to see 
that fewer birds are killed each vear, in or- 
der that our depleted stock of wildfowl ma 
have an opportunity to re-establish itself. 
He believes that the proper way to bring 
about so desirable a result is to put an 
end to the sheoting of wildfowl in th 
spring, at the time when they are already 
mated and are on their way toward their 
northern nesting grounds. 

The illustrations of ‘“‘American Duck 
Shooting.” merit high praise. The portraits 
of the ducks are drawn by Mr. Edwin 
Sheppard, so well known as the illustrator 
of many books on birds. They are faith- 
ful representations of the various species— 
true portraits. Besides these, there are 
eight full-page half-tone plates in the vol- 
ume, four of them productions from _ the 
superb plates of Audubon, the natural- 
ist, the frontispiece being the lordly can- 
vasback There are numerous figures of dif- 
ferent craft used in duck shooting, includ- 
ing the plans and specifictions of single and 
double batteries. By no means least, either 
in interest or importance are the more than 
fifty vignettes in the text from the grace- 
ful and faithful pen of-Mr. Wilmot Town- 
send, whise studies of ducks in their homes 
are so well known. A chart, giving the out- 
line of a duck and the technical terms for 
each part of its body and of its plumage, 
is bound in with the back cover—a most 
useful and informative addition to a most 
interesting and excellent work.

Good printing and 
paper, wide margins, a rubricated title 
page, and tasteful cover designs make up a 
whole which will paere, te most exacting 
sportsman, ‘“‘American Duck Shooting.”’ by 
George Bird Grinnell, 630 pages.
